000,000 was expected.

among the Canadian oilicers and fraud 
and dishonesty are practiced in record­ 
ing claims, many being cheated out of a 
chance. 
There is nothing in view to 
keep the thousands here. 
The best 
mines will not be worked next wintei 
unless the ten per cent royalty is taken 
off. 


•‘There will be a great deal of suf­ 
fering, as hundreds who lost their out 
fits and did not bring a pound of 
provisions are now in want and bog­ 
ging for food. 
Only one buat 
ha 
arrived from St. Michael this season. 
She brought only a small quantity of 
provisions.” 


The brothers expect to return home 
as there is nothing In sight for them.

cabinet yesterday, and later Secretary 
Gage, Attorney General Griggs, Post­ 
m aster General Smith and Acting Sec­ 
retary of State Moore held a two hours' 
conference at tho state department, go­ 
ing over the detail of establishing a civil 
administration. At the outset the mili­ 
tary authorities will be In charge of all 
administrative affairs In Cuba, Porto 
lUco and other acquired possessions. 
P.ut the military forces can do little 
more than direct the orderly execution 
of affairs. 
The carrying on of postal 
cominunleatlon, the collection of cus­ 
toms, etc., are civil functions. 


Lnj’ii Down the Lnw’ to the Cuban«. 


An Indication of the policy to bo p u r­ 
sued in Cuba Is the following reply to 
an Inquiry from Major Oeneral Lawton, 
commanding 
the

Santiago, for Instructions as to the pol­ 
icy to be observed toward the Cvibans 
that arc within his military departnii n t: 
"Hcplying to your message for instruc­ 
tions the prosldont directs that you be 
Infornuul that the ITnlted States is re- 
si.onslble for peace and must maintain 
order in the territory surrendered and 
In yitur department, and must protect 
all por.'»ons and their property within 
said jurisdiction. Interference from any 
quarter will not bu permitted. The Cu­ 
ban Insurgents should be treated Just­

The war department did not make 
public the dispatch from General I^iw- 
ton relative to the Cubans In Santiago, 
but the order sent to General Lawton 
Indicates something of Its nature. Gen­ 
eral Lawton reports that the Cubans 
are cncampod about the city and do 
not seim disposed to accept the condi­ 
tions Imposed by the armistice, and 
some troubles have ocurred. Secretary 
Alger, In speaking of the m atter yes­ 
terday, said that U might as well be 
fully understood that the ITnited State.«?

MetAllixinc Wood. 


A method of metallizing wood, one 
by which it becomes very solid and re­ 
sistant and assunies tho appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described iu tho 
Paris Monde witli much detail. 
Briefly, 
the wood is first immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per­ 
meability, iu a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, aftel^24 or 30 hours, concen­ 
trated solution of sulphur iu caustic 
potash. 
Tho duration of this bath is 
about 48 hour.s, and its temperature is 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Finally tho wood 
is innnersed for 30 or 40 hours iu a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. 
The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav­ 
ing undergono a proper drying at a 
moderate temiieraturo acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur­ 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal­ 
lic luster—a luster still further increas­ 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of 
tho wood be rubbed thoroughly, in the 
first place, with a piece of lead, tin or 
zinc and afterward be polished with a 
glass or porcelain burnisdier.

J. Cohn, the jeweler opposite the 
Farmers and Merchants bank, sells a 
gold filled watch with the genuioe El­ 
gin movement for $7.50 and a silverine 
case with tbe genuine Elgin movement 
f >r 14.50.

The AoonmulatioD of met on iron ar- 
Holes Is BO annoying that any simple 
process of remoying it w ill be received 
with great iatisfactiou by a large num­ 
ber of persons. The following directions 
are given: Attach a piece of ordinary 
zinc to the articles aud then let them 
lie in water to which a little sulphuric 
acid is added. 
They should be left im ­ 
mersed for several days or a week, until 
the rast has entirely disappeared, the 
Ume depending on how deeply they 
were rusted. 
If there is much rust, a 
little sulphuric acid should be added 
occasioually. 
The essential part of the 
process is that the ziuo must bo in good 
electrical contact with the iron. A good 
way is to twist au irou wire tightly 
around the object aud connect this with 
the ziuc, for which a remiiaut of a bat­ 
tery ziuo is suitable, as it has a biudiug 
post. 


Besides tho simplicity of this process, 
it has tbe great advautage that tho iron 
itself is not attacked in tho lea.st as long 
as tho ziuc is in good electrical contact 
with it. 
Dclicate pieces of mechanism 
which have become badly rusted can bo 
cleaned by wrapping a galvanized wire 
around them instead of tho zinc, iu 
which ease tho acid should not bo too 
strong. When the rust is all cut off, tho 
articles W'ill appear dark gray or black. 
They must then bo thoroughly washed 
and oiled. 
It is well to warm them 
slightly w’hen dry so that tho oil may 
the more easily sink into tho surface. 
Where tbero are sharp edges and fine 
work this process is said to bo eminent­ 
ly satisfactory.—New York Ledger.
